Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Applicants presented argument as to why the instant invention is patentably 
distinguishable from the prior art. Applicants particularly argued that the instant invention requires weaker silencing 
due to the limitation that the silencing vector does not comprise sequence from highly conserved bHLH domain 
coding region. Such design reguires knowledge of the nucleotide sequence from endogenous gene homolqoous to 
SEQ ID NO: 1 in Brassica species, which is not available in the prior art. Therefore such limiation is not taught or fairly 
suggested by the prior art. As a result, the instant claims are allowable .
